This month’s building total is 
the biggest one ever recorded in 
August and the total for the first 
eight months of 1938 ranks second 
for similar periods in a list of for- 
mer years’ building figures. 

Construction started in Upland 
since January 1 is valued at $160,- 
827. In 1928 the first eight months 
total was $227,450, this being the 
only year exceeding the current 
building activity. Construction of 
the Upland junior’ high school 
structure was the main factor for 
the big total 10 years ago. 

Construction of a city hall start- 
ed this month added $55,195 to the 
year’s building total. Even with- 
out this figure, however, the 1938 
building figure would be far above 
the average in former years. 

Seven building permits were is- 
sued during the month, all of them 
being for minor repairs or altera- 
tions except the city hall construc- 
tion. 

Summarized the building figures 
follow: August, 1938, $55,980; for 
1938 to date, $160,827; August, 
1937, $8,909; for first eight months 
in 1937, $96,895.

NEW SCHOOL BONDS 
BOISTS TAK RATE 


$9,000 Will Be Paid on Sum 
Voted Year Ago for 
Structure Here

First. payment on the bonds vot- 
ed last fal for construction of the 
proposed elomentary school build- 
ing is the major reason for an in- 
‘crease in the Upland school tax 
rate. Sum of $9,000 will be paid 
on the principal and an interest 
payment cn the $175,000 total will 
also be made. The interest is fig- 
ured at 214 per cent, 

Payment of approximately $5,- 
000 on the junior high school bond 
and the interest will also be made 
during the year. 

COSTS REDUCED 

Other than the bond and inter- 
est payments, the school costs for 
the year will be slightly less than 
for 1937-38, it was explained to- 
day. Cost of operating the schools 
requires a tax rate this year of 62 
cents for each $100 valuation as 
compcred with 63 cents for last 


year, Harold W. Cook, superin- 
tendent, reported. 
Chaffey’s total rate for the 


high school and junior college is 
also slighly higher than a year 
ago. School operstion, including 
the elementary, junior high school, 
high school and junior college re- 
quires a tax rate of $1.92. A year 
ago the combined school tax rate 
was $1.74. 
OTHER RATES ADDED 

Added to the school rate are the 
city rate of $1.15 and the county 
rate of $1.40. This makes a total 
of $4.47 as the tax rate to be paid 
by Uplanders on each $100 valu- 
ation.

| “In the school it was part of our 
| work to make kimonos for injured 
soldiers and to knit other gar- 
; Ments and to make materials for 
|soldiers and nurses. Everyone 
helps out in making things for use 
| in the war. I presume some things 
| to eat are curtailed but we had 
| everything the same as usual for 
our dormitory dining table.” 
Interested in the activities of 
her new friends and learning about 
the Japanese peopk and their cus 
toms, the Uplander did not give 
| any particular attention to condl- 
tions caused by the war. 
“The newspapers had a lot of 
news about the soldiers fighting 
|and everyone seemed to be very 
willing to do his or her part,” she 
| continued. “I know that the gov- 
| ernment asked the stores not to 
use the Neon signs and every time 
| I wented to use a taxi the driver 
woul ask me how far I was going. 
If it was tco far he would say, ‘I 
am sorry but I haven’t enough 
gasoline left.’” 
CHAFFEY GRADUATE 


A graduate of Chaffey junior 
college in 1936, Miss Nagasaki 
and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. T. 
Nagesaki, went to Japan two 
years ago. Her parents returned 
a short time later, leaving their 
daughter in school. 

“I wished I had learned to speak 
Japanese before I had gone,” the 
winsome, black-haired young wo- 
man explained. “Sometimes I was 
embarrassed by making a mis- 
take. Of course, there were others 
just like me.” 

She attended a Tokio college, 
one department of which was 
especially for Japanese students 
who had resided in some foreign 
country. 

“Sometimes I would visit rela- 
tives out in the country, but they 
didn’t have modern conveniences 
and lived so quaintly I really won- 
dered how they got along.” 

The only place she saw electric 
refrigerators was in stores, she 
said. 





WAR CONDITIONS 

As to war conditions, she said: 
“Almost every day trains would 
bring bodies of soldiers to Tokio 
and the same trains frequently 
would take away new recruits. 
Oh, it was horrible to see the sol- 
diers without any legs or their 
faces terribly cut up. 

“Everyone was eager to read all 
about the war in the newspapers,” 
Miss Nagasaki continued. “If the 
rice crop was good everyone seem- 


ed to think Japan would have 
plenty of food." 
Many people in this country 


have the opinion that the military 
leaders are largely responsible for 
the war. The Uplander, who had 
a close-up of conditions and peo- 
ple in Japan, didn’t get this reac- 
tion, 

Everyone seemed very eager to 
do what was needed,” she said.

Death of Clifford 
McLaughlin Shocks 
Many Friends Here

McLaughlin's daugh- 
ter, Anna, had gone to San Diego 
for a beach outing during the 
warm weather and Mr. McLaugh- 
lin had joined them for the week- 
end. 

Some time after Mr. McLaugh- 
lin had gone into the surf for a 
swim, his body was found by two 
youths, floating face downward be- 
yond the breakers. He was a good 
Swimmer and the authorities be- 
lieve he suffared a sudden heart at- 
tack.
